He urged in his 


message that in 
primary 
elections 


Hie voters be allowed to express their 
"second choice" for the nomination 
for each office, and that in case no 
one candidate received a majority of 
first choice votes, the lowest candi- 
date's first choice votes be cancelled 
and his supporters be divided accord- 
ing to second choice among the other 
candidates. 
Governor La Follette 


has never before failed to carry his1 
measures in this assembly until last 
night. His bill was up for final pas- 
sage and it was thought less1 than 25 
votes would, be cast against it, but 
strong 
opposition 
developed 
and 


swept the measure away. 
An effort 


will be made to revive it today by 
reconsideration 
and the liberal use 


of the La Follette whip, which the 
leaders, are wielding right and left 


- tonight. 


Are Divided 


Twice divided was1 the report of 


the 
committee 
on 
capitol 
and 


grounds, submitted in the assembly 
last night. 
The bill had been pre- 


pared in satisfactory shape when the 
social democrats threw it up/into the 
air by offering an amendment requir- 
ing a clause in the contract for the 
building that all 
labor 
employed 


thereon should be given an eight-hour 
day.- The question was1 .raised wheth- 
er this was gerniain to the call of 
the e.xtra session, and the second 
question was raised whether such a 
provision in the 
building', contract 


was advisable as a matter of state 
policy. 
The report of the committee 


was divided in both respects. 
Speak- 


er Lenroot joined with Assemblyman 
Cleary in dissenting from the major- 
ity and claiming that an eight-hour 
amendment was gerraain to the call. 
On the question of the wisdom of the 
state adopting the eight-hour policy, 
Senator Merton came in with. Speak- 
er Lenroot and Assemblyman Cleary, 
favoring such a policy.

The stand taken by Speaker Len- 


root in favor of legislating the eight- 
hour day into 'the building of the cap- 
itol is applauded by his friends and 
denounced by his political critics and 
opponents as a play for the union la- 
bor vote. Friends of Senator McGil- 
livray and Lieutenant Governor Da- 
vidson say their candidates'are equal- 
ly pro-labor men, but it is not, known 


whether they will go to the extent of 
favoring a statute to restrict labor 
for the state to an eight-hour day.

The city will shortly hate a law- 


suit on its hands in which some 'of 
the leading property-holders around 
the square will resist the collection 
of their assessments for the pave- 
ment. 
No injunctions1 were served 


and no one dared to stop the work 
because of the great danger that un- 
less the pavement were speedily com- 
pleted the capitol would be removed 
to Oshkosh or some other more cen- 
trally-located place.

the 


work is completed on the pavement, 
some of the property-holders propose 
to knock out the special improvement 
assessment so that the cost will be 
borne by the general city treasury.

A few days ago the representa- 
tive of the American Tobacco com- 
pany at this point received notice not 
to receive any more r.obacco from peo- 
ple favoring the trust, but he paid no 
attention to It.

There is a most intimate relation 


between money aad 
transportation. 


Both are parts of the mechanism for 
the marketing of 
commodities, for 


the exchange of merchandise and for 
the bringing .together of 
producers 


and consumers. 
How intimate this 


relation is, 
is strikingly shown at 


this time, when a shortage of rolling 
stock causes a congestion of traffic 
upon tlie railroads amounting almost 
to a temporary blockade. The de- 
mands upon the railroads for trans- 
portation facilities -exceed the- sup- 
ply. 
The result is that grain intend- 


ed for the market is kept back in the 
store houses and elevators, and the 
iron intended for the mills and the 
finished material needed in the build 
ings are waiting their turn for rail- 
road transportation. 
This delay 
in 


transportation results in a 
similar 


delay in payments1. If the goods can- 
not be. delivered they are not paid 
for arid the' merchant and broker and 
manufacturer are compelled to wait 
for their money and fall back upon 
their banks-to carry them, during the 
period of the delay. 
These 
condi- 


tions result in. a similar blockade of 
the credit or money market, and it is 
responsible in part for the 
present 


high level ot" loan rates in difl'ereut 
parts of the country.

;elligently with the newspaper press 
was responsible in. no small part for 
the remarkable change of public sen 
timent in this country toward Russia 


It is notable that one of the first 


things which M. Witte has 
accom 


plished on his return home is to se 
cure from the Czar a grant of ybertj 
of the press. For centuries' the Rus 
sian'journalists ' and writers 
have 


been subject 
to. rigid 
censorship 


There was.no freedom of expression 
in any large sense. The only Russian 
who has ever been able to speak his 
mind with entire freedom and yet be 
free from molestation of the Russian 
police is Tolstoy, who grew so big 
that even the'Czar was afraid to. sup- 
press him. During the Russian -war, 
however let it be said to the credit 
of the Russian government, there was 
a notable change in policy in regard 
to the press.. .The censorship upon 
foreign dispatches was removed, and 
it may be said.that owing to this lib 
erty much of the best news regard- 
ing the war with Japan came by way 
of Russia. 
More liberty was granted 


to the newspaper correspondents by 
the Russians than by the -Japanese. 
But S'till this did not give liberty of 
opinion to the Russian press itself. 
Mow, 
however, there is a promise of 


better things. 
If the Russian news- 


papers are granted full freedom -to 
print news' and give' expression .to* 
their editorial opinions, the first step 
to the creation of a healthy public 
opinion, which must be the 
main

ter her pumps choked through hand 
bailing by her* entire crew.

was nearly two days gelling back to 
port. 


At one time the water. flooded her 


engine-room and for ten hours on Sun- 
day the Wasp was at the mercy oC 
the waves. The crew of sixty men, a 
third of whom were' 
naval' appren- 


tices and unused to such boisterous 
conditions, bailed for many hours with 
'buckets. .Hospital Stewart White sus- 
tained a broken rib. but refused "to 
give up his place in the 'bailing line. 


At Mercy of Waves. 


Tlie Wasp left 1 o'clock Saturday for 


the relief of :the brig Karry'Smith, 
which was thought to be in a danger- 
ous position at the entrance of Vine- 
yard sound. 


On getting out to'Gay He/ul at dark 


Saturday night the' men on the Wasp 
could' see nothing of the brig, as the 
weather was very thick-. .At 7 o'clock 
Saturday night' the storm broke and 
early Sunday morning a leak was dis- 
covered in the Wasp's stern compart- 
ment.-The pumps- became clogged and 
the entire crew was compelled 'to"take 
to bailing with buckets.
